With the French Armies in Fland­ 
ers, Oct IO—Amid one of the most 
terrific hurricanes of artillery fire the 
French Army, 
co-operating in con­ 
junction 
with the British, yesterday, 
won a brilliant victory w’hich carried 
the troops forward to a depth of half 
a mile along a front of about a mile 
stretching from Praeibank to Wyden- 
dreeft More than 300 prisoners and a 
number of cannon and machine guns 
fell into the hands of the French and 
their advance took them to a position 
where* they command the western bor­ 
der of the forest of Houtholst. 
The movement was a pivoting one 
and as a result virtually all the ob- 
aervatories dominating the vast Fland­ 
ers Plains now’ are ;n the hands of the 
Allies. 
The attack was preceded by a howl­ 
ing wind storm, accompanied by a 
drenching rain which made the ground 
a quagmire. The correspondent pass- j 
ad over the French side of the battle-; 
field on the evening preceding the at-1 
tack and found everything and every­ 
body ready for the difficult work of the 
morrow. But underneath the feet the 
ground 
gave way while the atmos­ 
phere resembled a shower bath. 
Glad To Go Forward 
No garments 
could withstand the 
penetrating qualities of the elements.; 
AU around shell 
holes w-ere filled to 
their brims with water and the only 
protection of the French troops toward 
the enemy 
were the drenched 
sand 
bags piled up. TTere the shelterless' 
troops had passed the day and night 
awaiting orders to go over. 
At length, soon after 5 o’clock 
in 
the morning, definite orders arrived 
and the troops were glad. They went 
forward with great rapidity notwith­ 
standing the conditions, circling the 
shell holes and 
slipping through the 
deepest mud. They knew, however, 
that the success of future operations 
depended on their efforts yesterday. 
When they reached their first ob­ 
jective points they found the Germans 
crowded 
in nests of craters 
which 
hereabouts form the first lines, 
the 
building of trenches in this section of 
Flanders being impossible owing to 
the porous soil. 
Good luck had 
made the advance 
coincide 
w’ith the 
period when 
the 
Germans were changing the troops oc­ 
cupying their front lines. 
A German

was just handing over

lines to a fresh division recently ai. 
rived from the 
Russian front.

under 
government control November I. The' 
Food Administration announced that 
within a few days President Wilson 
will issue an executive order requiring 
that manufacturers and distributors of 
some 20 fundamental foods operate 
under license restrictions designed to 
prevent unreasonable 
profits and to 
stop speculation and hoarding. 
Regulations will be prescribed for 
I meat packers, cold-storage houses, 
millers, 
canners, 
elevators, 
grain 
dealers and wholesale dealers and 
retailers doing a business of more than 
$100,000 annually in the commodities 
to be named. 
“The prime 
purpose of the 
Food 
Administration,” 
the 
announcement 
said, “is to protect the patriot against 
the slacker in business. It has gen­ 
erally been recognized that the enor­ 
mous obligation imposed upon the 
American people to feed our soldiers 
at the front and the Allies creates a 
disturbing factor in trade which al­ 
lows opportunity to a few to impose 
burdens upon the many and that it is 
of vital national importance that such 
control should be exerted as will 
remedy, so far as may be, the econo­ 
mic disturbances incident to the war.” 
Issuance of the President's procla­ 
mation 
has been delayed, the an­ 
nouncement said, that

Washington.-—President Wilson’* re­ 
ply to Pope Benedict'* peace proposal 
bus temporarily halted the widespread j 
demand for a definite statement of the 
war aims of the United States. 
"The purjKwe* of the United State* 
in till* war ure known to the whole 
world—to every people to whom the j 
truth ha* loom permitted to come,” 
the president said in hi* reply to th** 
pope. "They do net need to be stated 
agata." 
In hi* Flag day addre** the prest- ! 
dent auld the reason* for America's | 
entrance into the w ar must he appar­ 
ent to every thinking luau. Still, there 
I* confusion in the mind* of luuny 
Americans. 
The attem pt of the com- J 
inittee on public Information to clear ‘ 
up this confusion with its pntnidilet, 
"How the War Carne lo America,** wa* 
only partly successful. 
"I shall not discuss here how Amer­ 
ica cattie Into this war." Secretary of 
W ar Baker told the Fort Myer reserve 
officers on (he day of their graduation.

More than th ree years ago a com ­ 
m itter was appointed by H erbert S am ­ 
uel. then president of the local gov­ 
ernm ent board, to study the situation 
of th e blind and recommend m ethods 
for Improving their training and em ­ 
ployment. 
In the first place It was found th a t 
the governm ent should establish a cen­ 
tral control organization for oil exist­ 
ing agencies of voluntary help, whirl) 
could be fa r b etter utilized lf centrally 
controlled. 
It Is proposed to set up 
a separate d ep artm en t In the ministry 
of health which will he devoted ex­ 
clusively to the general care and su p er­ 
vision of the blind.
